o hangars, one repalr hangar, an acministration building with a weather station
and a three-story stone building sbout LO x 12 meters were locabed on the south-
austern edge of the field. The road to Moscow passed aboub 150 meters NE of the
fiold.

Lyubertsy airfield, which is located near the machine factory, had five hangars,
